Student editors from across the 
| nation gathered in Madison, Wis- 
consin this summer for the fifth an- 
nual Student Editorial Affairs Con- 
| ference. 5 
| Dubbed “SEAC™ by the partici- 
pants, the conference was one of 
| three meetings which preceded the 
| annual National Student Congress. 
The two-fold purpose of SEAC was 
to serve as a sounding-board for 
mutual editorial affairs problems 
of the nation's college editors and 
to propose legislation for the Con- 
gress. 

The keynote address to the mem- 
bers of the conference was present- 
jed by Neal Johnson, chairman of 
| this year’s SEAC and former editor- 
in-chief of the campus newspaper 
of the University of Chicago, the 
“Chicago Daily Maroon.” This ad- 
dress stressed freedom of the press | 
for college newspaper editors and 
| served as a severe protest against 
| all forms of censorship of academic 
freedom by university administra- 
tions in the U.S, 

The major result of the confer- 
ence was a plan to reorganize the 
University Press Service. UPS pre- 
|sently serves college editors with 
general information on major hap- 
penings on college campuses in the 
nation, Among the problems faced 
by UPS in the past has been the 
slow speed of distribution of press 
releases, 

In order to facilitate faster re- 
lease of information and to improve 
the quality of future releases, the 
SEAC members voted to reorganize 
UPS in content and method. Four 
representatives from the same num- 
ber of sections of the country will 
meet within the next month to make 
plans to carry out the reorganiza- 
tion mandste of the conference. | 
One of the conference meetings 
was devoted to a discussion of com- 
pensation paid by either the stu- 
dents or the administrations of 
various universities to collegiate 
editors, One editor reported a sal-
